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CONCILIATION. 

Conciliation Is the key to the solution of the peace 
treaty tangle. It would be wise on the part of Pres- 
ident Wilson, when he writes his special peace treaty 
message, to initiate the policy of conciliation and 
concede as much to the views of reasonable reserva- 
tionists as he can without endangering the whole 
treaty. 
The mind of the majority of Americans of all par- 
ties, we believe, was fairly expressed in the resolu- 


tions suggested by a committee of St, Louis men, 
composed of representatives of both parties. These 
resolutions recognized the “colossal mistake” that 
had been made by the Senate tn refusing to ratify 
the treaty and the imperative necessity of securing 
immediate peace by fatifying the treaty. They called 
upon the President and the Senate to compromise 
their differences, so that the treaty could be ratified 
with or without reservations, but in such a form that 
it could be accepted by other signatory nations with- 
out reopening the peace conference. 

The treaty must be ratified. There is no other hon- 
orable and satisfactory way to reap the fruits of 
victory and assure peace, now and for the future. 
There is no other possible way to allay unrest and 
to stabilize political and economic conditions in the 
world. There is no other foundation for reconstruc- 
tion work, which is imperatively necessary. Our de- 
lay is emboldening Germany to revolt against the 
treaty conditions and is giving aid and comfort to 
every disturbing and destructive element in all na- 
tions. 

We hold that the treaty as written is a good basis 
‘for the organization of the league of nations, and 
does not menace any American interest. The Con- 
stitution is written into every treaty, but there can 
be no fundamental objection to reasonable reserva- 
tions which will satisfy those who want American 
safeguards thrown about certain points in the agree- 
ment. Even if the treaty is to some extent weakened 
by our interpretations, so long as its great principle 
and vital points remain, it would be better than no 
treaty. It will offer a basis for the organization of 
the league of nations, which can always be strength- 
ened and improved. It will at. least discourage and 
check war. It will array the force of enlightened 
world opinion on the side of justice, arbitration and 
enduring peace. 

Let us have conciliation. Let us have fair compro- 
mise. Let us have the treaty ratified at the earliest 
possible moment. Let us have peace.

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MR. CHUBB’S RADICAL. 


Percival Chubb continues to be dissatisfied with 
the way editors edit newspapers. Parenthetically it 
may be remarked that there’s nothing unique, ec- 
centric or even unusual in that attitude. It is the 
common ic‘ of mankind to disapprove of the way ed- 
itors edit. We suspect, too, it is among humanity’s 
most enjoyable grievances. Folks get a lot of pleas- 
ure out of it. Brother Chubb himself is a shining 
example of the happiness to be derived from thé 
way editors edit. 

A few years ago, you may remember, Brother 
Chubb took the papers to task for their almost crim- 
inal neglect of art. The crass materialism of the 
press was then his bete noir, as they say over there. 
The beating of the journalistic tom-tom whenever 
a new enterprise knocked at the door, or an old 
business house adventured into a new dimension, 
was censured, while on the silence as to artistic en- 
deavor some precious tears were shed. But a new 
sorrow now occupies Brother Chubb’s heart. He is 
distressed at the papers’ undiscriminating and brutal 
treatment of the word radical. ~ 
It is a fine old word, of noble lineage, this word, 
radical, Mr. Chubb says. But, pilloried by the press, 
it fe fast losing caste. People are beginning to look 
askance at it. Some of them are cutting it cdéld. 
In fact, it is gettihg so that one hesitates to be seen 
in its company. And this prejudice, created and en- 
couraged by the press, Mr. Chubb fears, Is likely to 
extend even to radical's little brother, liberal. 
Now, as regards Brother Chubb’s attachment for 
‘the word, radical, little needs be said. It is an un- 
fortunate affair, of course. But when Mr. Chubb 
undertakes to bestow a splendid, majestic family 
tree on radical, all earnest philologists will protest. 
It is no purpose of ours to relate the etymological 
amours and adventures of the word radical. That 
were a Rabelaisian task. But we shall say that as 
a word,’ radical is something of an impostor. One 
is almost tempted to call it a germ. That may be 
too severe. But it has had.many significances. In

jealously. She wants to be all in all 
'to them. She cannot bear for them 
'to love anyone else, not even their 
‘father, as well as they love her. She 
is filled with torturing fear that they 
may even prefer their father to her, 
as children often do if left to follow 
unhampered their own impulses. 

So, with set purpose, she sets to 
work to slay their affection for their 
father by representing him to them 
as cold, and calous and anxious to 
‘thwart them, while she is all indul- 
‘gence, and tenderness and sympa- 
‘thy. Sometimes a mother will even 
‘carry her maternal jealousy to the 
‘pitch that makes her stand forever 


between the children and their fath- 
er. She will never let him be alone 
with them for &n instant, or give 
‘them a chance to get acquainted 
‘and be pals. 

Generally, however, when a moth- 
er alienates her children’s affections 
from their father she has no real ob- 
ject in view. She is committing one 
of the greatest wrongs of which any 
‘human being is capable, and yet she 
‘literally knows not what she does. 
When she harps continually to her 
| children on their father’s lack of 
enterprise, and complains that if 

xnew how to get along they would 
be able to live in a fine house and 
have automobiles, she is merely ex- 
| pressing her own discontent with 
poverty and envy of the rich. She 
does not realize that she is instilling 
a lack of respect for their father in 
her children’s minds, and making 
them regard him as a failure whose 
s‘udgment is not worth respecting. 

When she criticises their father to 
the children, and calls their atten- 
tion to his faults and shortcomings, 
she is only venting her own temper 
and nerves. She does not. realize 
that she is pulling down a god from 
its altar and teaching them to jeer 
at_it, and despise it instead of wor- 
ship it. 

When she holds their father up to 
her children as a bug-a-boo with 
which ‘to frighten them, when she 
threatens them with what father will 
do to them when he come home, 
when she-holds before the trembling 
little culprit a picture of father with 
'a whip in his hand until they never 
think of him except as a cruel despot, 


! 


is the easiest way to control her 
noisy and mischievous youngsters. 

She doesn’t realize that she 
building 
the icy wall of fear that will last as 
long as life lasts, and that will pre- 
vent the children from ever having 4 
single throb of warm, filial love, ora 
single word of real human compan- 
ionship for their father. 

The women who do these things 
commit a great crime against their 
husbands, but they commit an even 
greater crime against their children, 
for, sooner or later, the time comes 
when the mother finds that she needs 
a man’s strong hand over her girls 
and boys, a man’s wisdom and expe.- 
rience of life in directing them and 
guiding them, and then she turns to 
their father for help. 

But he is powerless. She has un- 
dermined his authority. She has 
alienated their hearts from him. She 
has taught them to despise his judg- 
ment, and have a contempt for him, 
;and so he has less influence with 
them ‘than the veriest stranger. 


Not without reason is the com-'! 


mand to ‘honor thy father’ given in 
Holy Writ. There is no more steady- 
ing and restraining influence on 
earth than the love, admiration and 
reverence that 
father to whom it has been taught 
to look up to all its life, and whom 
it regards as a fountain of wisdom 
and a tower of righteousness. Fool- 
ish and wicked is the woman who 
deprives her children of this safe- 
guard in their hour of temptation. 
And, aside from the child's good 
in thic matter, think how cruel and 
heartless a thing it is to cheat a man 
out of the love of his children, which 
is the only possible reward that he 
can have for al! the sacrifices that 
' fatherhood imposes upon him. 
| We have glorified mother love so 
greatly that we have forgotten that 
there is ea father love as well and 
that a man's lips may be just as hun- 
gry for a child's kisses as a woman's 
are. Also that the father is mar- 
tyrized on the family altar, no less 
than the mother. For all his life of 
toil there is nothing that the average 
| married man gets but his béard ant 
| clothes and what happiness he finds 
‘in his children, and if his wife robs 
‘him of these he is left poor indeed.

But the thing that the Germans 
did dislike, with all the apprehensive 
distaste of a guilty conscience, was 
to be reminded of the barbarities of 
the German army in Belgium—the 
destruction of Louvain University, 
the murders of priests and innocent 
civilians in Louvain, Aerschot and 
elsewhere; and the organized and 
systematic looting, assaults and in- 
cendiarism. ‘ 

Reminders Resented. 


This feeling had been shown both 
by Von Bissing and by his prede- 


cessor, Von der Goltz, in their ver- | 


bal interviews with Cardinal Mer- 
cier. Von der Goltz had “shown 
great embarrassment” when these 
outrages were mentioned, and Von 
Bissing had “cut short” the Car- 
dinal’s remarks. 

Should the Cardinal Archbishop 
of Malines keep this issue alive, a 
reproach to Germany and a source 
of indignation to the neutral world, 
or should he subside into a formal 
and soon forgotten protest, and 
therefore get along with the con- 
querors as well as might be? 

This was the question which 
might have occurred to Cardinal 
Mercier, had he been a public man 
of the sort whose acts are based on 
a short-sighted view of expediency. 
There is nothing to indicate that the 
Cardinal ever considered the alter- 
native of passively yielding. Rather, 
his delay of three weeks in replying 
to Cardinal von Hartmann is to be 
explained as a period of deep re- 
flection in his country’s interest, and 
as a time when, according to his ec- 
clesiastical associates, he was much 
in prayer. 

Fruits of This Period.

To His Eminence Cardinal von 

Hartmann, Archbishop of Co- 

logne: 

Most Eminent Lord—tThe very 
kind letter dated Dec. 6th, with 
which yo minence honored me, 
gave me lily pleasure and most 
sincerely do I thank you for the 
same. 

I greatly appreciated at the time 
the steps taken by your Eminence 
to secure for the Belgian and 
French priests imprisoned in Ger- 
many the same treatment as is ac- 
corded to officers. 

Your Eminence’s intervention on 
behalf of the guiltless ecclesiastics 
imprisoned at Munsterlager and at 
Celle has been successful. All the 
priests belonging to a religious or- 
der, except two, have been set free. 
I have@hot yet been ‘authorized to 
send. priests to minister to our 
compatriots imprisoned in Ger- 
many, but your letter to the 
“Armee Bischof’’ gives me every 
confidence that on this point also 
we shall at longth obtain satisfac- 
tion. 

I had the honor of interviewing 
at Brussels and of receiving later 
at Malines his Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General, Baron von Bissing. 

He appeared to me to be all that 
your Eminence had described and 
such as he represented himself in 
the letter you had the goodness to 
acquaint me of. I mean that he is 
a man both just and prudent, and 
cruly anxious as well to further 
rather than obstruct the Interests 
of religion in Catholic Belgium. He 
himself has had the kindness to 
inform me of the release of our 
imprisoned priests, and he giver 
me grounds for expecting the 
speedy return to freedom of our 
lay schoolmasters. Further, he has 
accorded me every facility for see- 
ing my fellow bishops.
